THE  COUNTY  BUSINKS3. 

Tho  first  business  brfcre  tlio  ccnrty 
board  will  be  tho  fj'.ialincation  of  the  two 
i.ew  commissioners.  TLe  eledioa  of  their 
Oiairman  will  tlun  bo  the  Hnst  1-u.siness 
before  th«ra.  V.'c  have  already  cxpres.-ied 
our  preference.  In  ca.se  of  the  absence  of 
their  chairman,  they  havo  no  power  to  elut 
u  chairman  pro  tern.;  hut  in  such  case  their 
proceedings  must  be  signed  by  all  the  meir- 
licra  present.  This  is  a  very  goo«l  reason 
why  the  clairaian  oag'il  lo  reside  at  the 
county  seat. 

At  their  January  ruretlng  th,\v  ar(^  re- 
quired to  select  fiom  the  quHlihed  vntor.s  of 
lh«  county  a  Grand  .Jury  list  of  sevi  iity-lwo 
l-ersons  fromwhijh  the  Clr^kof  the  Di-striit 
Court  will  draw  the  Grand  Jury,  and  al.«  »  a 
Tetit  Jury  list  of  seveoty-two  perso::«,  rVcni 
■*vhieh  the  Clerk  is  reqnirod  to  draw  the 
trial  jury.  In  prrparing  these  !;.■<!.-,  the 
law  provtdcs  that  th*  commissioners  shall 
select,  sueh  persons  as  they  know  or  have 
;jood  reason  to  believe  are  possessed  ot*  the 
•  lualifications  of  juror.?  and  not  exempt  by 
law.  It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  the 
commissioner.^  arc  the  only  person.^  tO  make 
the  selection,  and  that  IX-acou  Fudge  and 
Fkshv  Bub  have  nothing  to  do  about  it.— 
Mrs.  Spectator's  tlircat,  ihcrcfore,  to  attach 
Scott  couuty  to  some  other  county  because 
our  juries  do  not  suit  the  Buzzards,  was 
made  to  scare  the  couimissioneri  to  do  their 
*krty  work  fur  them.

In  the  days  when  high  heeled  French 
boots  were  in  the  pride  of  fashion,  there 
was  a  shoemaker  in  London  who  made  a 
fortune  by  the  sale  of  the  t)C8t  Paris  boots 
at  a  price  which  all  his  fellow  tradesmen 
declared  ruinous.  He  undersold  the  trade, 
and  obtained  troops  of  tu^lomcrs.  These 
boots  must  be  stolen,  said  his  rivals ;  but 
there  was  no  evidence  that  they  were ; 
certainly  they  were  not  smuggled  boots, 
for  any  one  could  satisfy  himscTl  thai  the 
full  duly  was  paid  on  Ihcm  al  the  custom- 
houBC.  The  shoemaker  ictircd  from  busi- 
ntss  with  a  fortune.  Afterward  his  secret 
was  accidentally  discovered— although  he 
had  paid  duly  for  the  boots,  he  had  not 
paid  duty  for  everything  that  was  in  Ihem. 
Fhere  was  a  heavy  duty  payable  on  foreign 
watches,  and  every  boot  consigned  to  him 
from  Paris  had  contained  in  its  high  heel 
a  cavity  exactly  large  enough  to  hold  a 
watch.  The  great  profit?  obtained  by  the 
trade  in  smuggling  watches  made  it  pos 
fible  for  this  tradesman,  when  ho  had 
filled  up  their  heels,  to  sell  hi-i  bfM»l,-,  under 
prime  cost.  This  is  worth  while,  again, 
bec:ause  of  course  by  the  cj  tension  of  his 
boot  trade  he  increased  his  power  of  jni 
porting  watches  duty  free. 

8omc  years  later  an  elderly  lady  and  a

Calling  to  her  side  her  lap 
dog,  who  was  to  al!  atrangcra  a  very  snap- 
pish little  cur,  she  asked  the  c»fflccr  to 
fetch  a  knife  and  up  ih*»  hltk  creature 
open  Like  a  tew  of  the  dogs  (which  have 
aomctimc.n  even  proved  to  be  rats)  sold  in 
the  streets  of  London  it  gloried  outwardly

Not  verv  long  at;...  a  i-jcal  number  of 
falbc  I'ank  notes  weie  put  into  circulation 
wiihl'i  tb" 'dominions  of  the  Ciar  They 
could  only  have  been  imported .  but.

habituallr  over  rvcry  vessel  entering  a 
Ivuseiau  poll,  no  smuggling  of  false  notes 
w»R  discovered.

To  Stop  the  Flo-w  ov  Blood— Tho 
following  modo  of  stopping  the  flow  ot 
blood  should  be  remembered  by  gygiv  one. 
HouaeJceepera,  mechanics  and  others,  hand- 
Usg  knives,  tools  and  other  small  instru- 
ments, frequently  receive  small  cuts  from 
which  blood  flows  pfOrasely,  and  often  en- 
dangers  life  Itself,  Blood  may  l)c  niade  to 
cease  to  flow  as  follows  'Take  the  fine 
dust  of  tea  and  bind  it  close  to  the  wound 
—at  all  limes  accessible  and  easy  to  be 
obtained.  Alter  the  blood  has  ceased  to 
flow,  laudanum  may  lie  advantageously 
applied  lo  the  wound.  Due  rc^rd  to  these 
instructions  would  save  agitation  of  mint', 
and  running  for  a  surgeon,  who  probably 
would  make  no  better  prescription  if  ho 
were  present. 

Haiu)  Milkebh  -The  following  remedy 
for  hari  mUkera  ia  given  in  Ihe  Aniertcan 
Stork  Join  nai  "  I  have  used  an  awl,  with 
satisfactory  success,  for  enlarging  the  issue 
of  a  cow's  tcati.  The  aw  1  is  made  <»f  a  tri 
angular  shape,  like  the  letter  V,  aboul 
throe-fourths  of  an  inch  long.  The  sides 
arc  ground  hollow  or  concave.  The  awl 
tapers  and  has  a  head  on  tho  end  about  as 
large  aa  the  head  of  a  pin.  The  ■instru- 
ment is  inserted  in  an  awl  handle.  This  is 
the  manner  of  using  it ;  Take  hold  of  the 
teat  when  il  i.s  full  of  milk,  pull  gently  on 
11  and  thrust  the  awl  Into  the  issue.  The 
sharp  edges  of  the  awl  will  cut  the  orifice 
in  the  sack  al  the  end  of  the  leal  and  you 
will  find  your  <:ow  will  milk  cisily  ;  and 
the  operation  will  not  injure  the  teats 
any  more  than  the  prick  of  a  p'ln.  All 
who  have  tried  it  have  found  il  satisfac- 
tory." 

Home  M.\L»E  Mat^^.  —  A  lady  correspond- 
ent of  the  Vermont  Farmer  gives  tho  fol- 
lowing directions  for  making  mats  from 
the  smallest  bits  of  cloth  left  after  cutting 
out  clothes,  or  preparing  the  materials  for 
rag  carpets  "  I'icccs  oyer  an  inch  gtiuarc 
are  too  large,  so  il  can  easily  be  seen  that 
this  way  of  making  rugs  will  use  up  the 
pirccr.  othcrwiae  or  no  account  cjiccpL  tor 
the  rag  bag.  These  lilllo  bits  must  be 
strung  on  a  cord,  the  edges  being  raveled 
out  so  as  to  present  a  soft,  furry  appear- 
ance, and  wound  and  sewed  like  the  braiils 
in  a  braided  mat :  il  will  be  difficult  to  dis- 
tinguish it  Irom  chenlle  work.  In  regard 
to  colofp,  you  must  con-iult  your  own 
taste.  Tho  style  called  '  hit  or -miss,"  in 
which  you  uso  all  colors  indiscriminalely, 
as  they  arc  most  convenient,  has  often  a 
very  good  effect,  if  plenty  of  bright  colors 
arc  used .  in  any  other  case  it  is  loo  apt 
to  have  a  dingy  look  Dcxidcd  contrasts 
or  shade- of  the  same  color  are  better  in 
mats  of  this  description.

gcthor  by  coheslt.m  ,  and  In  almost  all  farm 
implements  of  the  cutting  kind  the  steel 
portion  which  ftirms  the  edge,  if  from  a 
section  of  a  bar,  is  laid  in  and  vrclded  to 
the  Iron  longiludlually,  so  f  hM  it  is  the  side 
ol  the  bundle  of  fibers  hammered  and 
ground  down  that  forms  the  edge.  Hence, 
by  holding  on  the  grindBlone  all  edge 
tools,  a?  axes,  drawing  knives,  knives  of 
reapers,  fecythe-',  knives  of  straw  cutlers, 
etc  ,  in  such.a  manner  that  the  action  of 
the  stone  is  at  right  angles  with  the  plane 
of  the  edge,  or,  in  plainer  wortis,  by  hold- 
ing the  cage  of  the  tools  square  across  the 
stone,  the  direction  ot  tho  fibers  will  be 
changed,  ao  as  to  present  the  ends  instead 
oi  the  sides  as  a  cutting  edge  By  grind- 
ing in  this  manners  finer,  smoother  edge 
la  set,  lh«  too!  la  ground  in  less  time,  holds 
an  edge  a  great  deal  longer,  and  Is  Ui  lrr.3

lu  treating  of  the  managrmrnt  of 
stock  in  winter,  I  sail  endeavor  to  lay  bo 
fore  the  reader  such  measures  aa  shall  be 
most  conforlable  and  convenient  for  both 
stock  and  manager.  In  the  first  place  it  is 
presumed  that  every  animal  has  shelter  of 
some  kind.  If  not.,  the  first  thing  to  t>i»  at- 
tended lo  is  to  provide  stables  or  hovels 
or  sheds  for  those  animals  that  have  none. 

Feeding  three  times  a  day  is  as  often  as 
is  necessary,  except  on  very  cold  days. 
Some  writers  recommend  feeding  four 
times,  and  still  others  would  have  a  man 
o  and  give  hia  animals  something  to  eat 
ve  times  a  day.  1  think  il  is  no  more  no 
cessary  for  stock  to  be  fed  four  or  five 
times  a  day  than  for  the  farmer  himself. 
Beeldcs,  if  he  were  at  work  at  a  distance 
trom  his  barn,  it  would  be  inconvenient  lo 
go  and  attend  to  his  .-.fo.-k  rverv  two  or 
three  hourp. 

The  first  thing  in  the  moinmg  aflei  ris 
ing  the  farmer  should  go  and  sec  that  his 
stock  i^  all  right,  and  give  meal  or  mixed 
feed  to  those  animals  that  require  it.  Af 
lor  ihia  is  eatcu,  give  all  enough  hay  or 
other  ff)dder  lo  supply  their  needs  until 
noon.  After  rating,  the  horses  should  be 
watered  and  returned  to  the  stable. 

Cattle  may  l>e  let  out  of  their  stables 
shortly  after  finishing  their  brcakl'sisl,  or 
they  may  be  kept  up  until  nearly  noon, 
according  to  the  weather.    On  a  fair  day 
it  is  better  for  cattle  to  be  in  the  yar^,  if  it 
be  dry  and  sheltered  from  the  wind.    At 
noon  water  the  cattle  and  give  them  fod- 
der .  sheep  also  should  be  watered  and  fod 
dercd,  and    horses   and    swine    fed.    At 
night  all  the  stables  should  be  changed 
and  well  littered  with  straw  or  other  ma 
terial,  the  horses  watered  and  fod,  sheep 
and  cattle    that  are  fattening,  led  with 
meal  or  provender,  and  "".  the.  animals 
provided  with  as   much  hay,  stalks,  or 
straw,  as  they  will  eat  clean  without  wast 
ing.     By  this  plan  horses  will  bo  watered 
twice,  and  cattle  and  sheep  onro  a  day. 
This  win  \)c  sufficient  while  the  days  are 
short,  when  ihey  grow  longer  cattle  may 
bo  watered  twit©  a  day ;  sheep  need  but 
little   water  at  any  liinc.    On  very  cold 
days  it  will  be  nccoBary  to  give  a  greater 
qiiantity  of  fodder  than  common,  as  tho 
animalu  require  more  food  to  keep  up  bod 
ily    warmth.    During    stormy  days,    all 
stock  should  be  kept  under  shelter.    If  cat 
tic  are  foddered  in  the  open  yard,  the  fod 
der  should  be  scattered  so  that  the  "  mas 
tcr  cows  "  cannot  appropriate  it  all  them- 
selves.   The  work  shotild  be  finished  be 
foro  dark,  tha»  there  need  be  no  use  for 
a  lantern  around  the  barn  or  yard. 

Horses  should  occasionally  have  a  few 
carrots  for  variety,  cattle  also  will  do  bet- 
ter if  they  have  a  few  beets,  carrots,  or 
turnips.  Calves  sh'nild  l>e  fed  a  little 
meal  and  clover  hay.  Poultry  must  have 
enougfi  grain,  now  that  they  can  obtain 
nothing  around  the  buildings  or  fields. 

The  fctables  for  horses  and  cows  should 
be  warm  and  dry,  and  well  venlihitcd, 
sheep  uecd  a  dry  place,  but  not  so  warm 
as  horscb  ori;altle,  swine  should  have  a 
pen  with  plank  floor,  and  straw  fin  bed 
ding.  (oHts  etraw  should  be  avoided 
fot  f.wine.  If  pob&lblc),  and  poultry  ahould 
be  provided  with  <lry  roosts  and  poles, 
not  eo  tmall  that  the  bird's  toe  will  be  un- 
protected by  the  feathfrs  when  gone  to 
roost.

General  Swajne,  just  relieved  from  duty 
in  Alabama,  will  be  ordered  to  the  Plains. 
^fJS'numSer  of  patents  issued  Curing 
Ihe  past  year  was  13,015,  it  being 
an  increase  pf  3,515  over  the  previous 
year. 

The  heads  of  some  of  tJie  departments 
at  Washington  are  discharging  some  of 
their  employes,  while  others  arc  reducing 
wages. 

General  Thomas  W.  Sherman  (of  Port 
Royal  and  Port  Hudson)  is  to  succeed 
General  Meade  in  command  of  the  De- 
partment of  the  East. 

Jay  Cooke  &  Co.  deny  that  Senator 
Sherman,  or  any  other  public  functionary 
in  or  out  of  Congress,  has  now  or  ever  has 
had  any  direct  or  indirect  connection  with 
their  firm. 

The  Danish  Minister  had  a  protracted 
interview  with  the  Secretary  of  State  on 
.  the  2d.  The  latter,  it  is  said,  was  very 
confident  that  the  treaty  for  the  purchase 
of  St.  Thoma3  and  St.  Johns  islands  will 
be  ratified  by  the  Senate,  and  so  informed 
the  3Iinister. 

In  Washington,  on  New  Year's  day,  all 
the  Government  offices  were  closed,  and 
business  for  the  most  part  suspended.  The 
reception  at  the  White  House  is  reported 
to  have  been  a  very  brilliant  affair.  The 
houses  of  nearly  all  the  leading  public 
men  in  civil  and  military  life  were  thrown 
open  to  callers. 

The  Associated  Press  dispatch  from 
Washington,  January  dd,  says :  *'  A  spe- 
cial message  will  proably  be  sent  to  Con- 
gress, soon  after  its  reassembling,  upon 
the  situatiou  ol  allairs  in  the  South,  which 
the  President  regards  of  a  most  alarming 
character.  OfliciaJ  advices  at  hand  bear 
out  fully  the  accounts  received  by  letter 
and  through  the  press,  and  it  is  feared  a 
reign  of  starvation  and  terror  will  exist 
unless  prompt  measures  are  taken  to  pre- 
vent so  great  a  calamity."

The  Coroner's  inquest  into  the  cause  of 
the    railroad    disaster    at    Angola,    after 
eleven  days'  investigation,  concluded  their 
labors  on  the  31st  ult.    The  jury  was  com- 
posed of  some  of  the  most  intelligent  busi- 
ness men  of  Bniialo.     A    thorough  and 
searching  investigation  was  made.    Forty- 
two  witnesses  w  ere  cxammed,  and  the  re- 
sult of  their  inquiries  is  that  the  accident 
was  caused  by  a  bent  axle  of  the  Cleveland 
and  Toledo  car  No.  21— the  car  that  was 
burned— causing  the  wheel  on  that  truck 
to  drop  into  the  wing  rail,  thus  throwing 
the  wheels,  and  subsequently  the  whole 
car,  ofl"  the  track ;  and  that  there  were 
forty  persons  in  all  killed  thereby.     The 
jury  also  recommended  the  adoption  and 
enforcement  of  a  more  thorough  system  of 
gauging  the  wheel*  of  cars,  so  as  to  pre- 
vent  an  imperfect  axle  or  wheel  bcin>; 
made  the  cause  of  disaster  iu  the  future.

Great  precautions  are  being  taken  in 
Ireland  against  further  Fenian  demonstra- 
tions. 

A  London  dispatch  of  the  31st  ult.  says 
that  the  Abyssinian  King  Theodore,  see 
ing  the  formidable  force  which  Great  Bri- 
tain has  sent  against  him,  has  released  the 
English  prisoners. 

A  London  dispatch  dated  the  2d  eays  : 
"  Dr.  Livingstone,  the  African  traveler,  is 
alive  and  well,  positive  advices  just  re- 
ceived from  Africa  leaving  no  longer 
doubt  of  his  safety." 

The  Roman  Catholic  Bishops  at  Liver- 
pool and  Leeds,  England,  were  very  de- 
cided in  deprecating  the  recent  Fenian  fu- 
neral processions.  They  issued  a  pastoral 
letter  solemnly  forbidding  members  of  the 
Church  from  joining  in  the  procession.^. 

It  appears,  from  official  advices  received 
at  the  State  Department,Washington,  from 
St.  Thomas,  W.  I.,  that  no  less  than  two 
hundred  and  forty  earthquakes  occurred 
within  nine  hours,  and  during  the  month 
of  November  there  were  upwards  of  two 
thousand. 

A  London  dispatch  of  the  31  says: 
"  The  examination  of  Desmond,  Allen  and 
others,  alleged  to  be  conspirators  in  the 
Clerkenwell  jail  explosion,  has  resulted  so 
far  in  producing  no  satisfactory  evidence 
as  to  their  criminality,  and  leaves  the  af 
fair  almost  as  much  a  mystery  as  before 
the  investigation  commenced.

—Two  days  are  given  to  the  Christmas 
anniversary  in  England.  Business  was 
entirely  suspended  in  London  and  other 
cities  last  Christma.s  and  the  day  follow- 
ing. 

—A  lecturer  who  undertook  to  cure  the 
under  graduates  of  Cambridge,  England, 
of  smoking,  by  gi  ring  them  a  lecture  on 
Us  evils,  was  surprised  to  find  some  four 
hundred  .students  in  attendance,  each  with 
a  pipe  surcharged  with  tobacco. 

—A  bunch  of  shingles  recently  taken 
fiom  the  wreck  of  a  British  transport  that 
went  ashore  at  Castino  in  1779,  was  as 
sound  throughout  ae  when  it  was  shipncd 
ui  England,  although  rt  had  laid  in  the 
wreck  nearly  100  yours. 

—The  postmaster  at  Monlrva),  discov- 
ering dishonesty  somewhere  among  the 
corps  under  him,  had  the  heads  of  all  his 
clerks  phreuologically  examined.  Three 
of  them  developed  insuflicicnl  or  over-suf- 
ficient bumps  and  were  discharged.  This 
is  a  queer  tale,  but  the  Montreal  Tdcgrnph 
relates  it  with  circumstantial  gravity. 

-Three  of  the  five  young  men  in  Ber- 
lin, Prussia.who  lately  tried  to  paas  seven 
days  and  seven  nights  without  sleeping, 
have  died  since  they  faileil  in  the  attempt.

"Three  MillioEs  of  People  Starving." 

Such  is  the  startling  announcement 
made  upon  the  authority  of  statistics 
collected  by  the  Governors  of  South- 
ern States.  Three  millions  of  men  and 
women,  white  and  black,  are  in  a  starving 
condition,  without  work,  and  without  tho 
means  of  buying  bread.

to  exact  guarantees  that  these  three  mil- 
lions of  starving  people  will  not  "  renew 
the  rebellion,"  overthrow  the  federal  gov- 
ernment, and  establish  the  Southern  Con 
f«;deracy  V 

If  the  "rump"  should  withdraw  tho 
impediments  it  lias  placed  ia  the  way  of 
Southern  recuperation,  what  a-ssurance'has 
the  "rump"  that  the  three  millions  of 
starving  people  would  not  march  against 
the  national  cajiital  and  drive  the  govern- 
ment, with  the  President  at  the  head,  and 
Thad.  Stevens  at  the  tail,  and  Grant  with 
a  cigar  in  his  mouth  and  the  war  depart- 
ment under  his  arm,  into  the  Potomac 
river.' 

Dangerous  people,  terribly  giveu  to 
levying  war,  arc  throe  millions  ot  starving 
people  in  the Smth  '.  Let  Congress, tlere- 
lorc,  when  it  heai-s  their  cry  for  bread, 
send  some  more  bayonets,  some  more  mili- 
tary dictjitors,  some  more  reconstruction, 
and  demand  some  more  "  guarantees"  Ibr 
the  nation's  safety.  It  may  not  keep  them 
from  starving,  but  it  may  "  help  the  par 
iy  l"~Vl'icago  Times.

A  few  years  since   I   had   occdsiou    Id 
purchase  a  horso,  aiul,  being  somewhat 

fiarticular,  1  had  epent  considerable  time 
ooking  at  various  horses  offered  for  sale, 
and  failed  to  satisfy  myself.  One  day 
business  called  me  to  a  village  about  ten 
miles  from  home  ;  whilst  there  I  had  marie 
some  inquiries  about  horses  but  had  failed 
to  hear  of  any  that  I  thought  I  wanted.

No  one  need  conclude  from  this  that  a 
horse  is  as  valuable  with  the  heaves  as 
without,  but  it  is  certain  that  with  proper 
care  this  disease  detracts  but  little  from 
it"  subjfjcl's  u.sefulness.

But  he  is  getting  to  think  St.  Thomas  is 
uot  quiet  enough  for  a  man.  of  his  turn  of 
mind,  and  that  i^  why  he  wishes  rae  to 
find  oui  if  the  Government  is  likely  to 
buy  some  more  islands  shortly.  He  has 
heard  that  the  Government  is  thinking 
about  buying  Porto  liico.  If  that  is  true 
he  wishes  to  try  Porto  Rico,  if  it  is  a  quiet 
place.  How  is  Porto  Rico  for  his  style  of 
a  man '/  Do  you  think  the  Government 
will  buy  ity 

How  it   Works. 

As  wc  are  now  proceeding  to  Africanize 
the  South  as  rapidly  as  possible,  il  may  be 
instructive  to  see  how  the  expeiiment  has 
succeeded  iu  other  countries.  In  thi.B  con- 
nection, the  New  York  IJenUil,  in  the 
course  of  an  article  showing  that  the  Radi- 
cal tlicory  of  reconstruction  is  making  a 
combination  of  Ilayli  aud  Jiunaica  iu  the 
South,  says : 

In  Hayti  we  have  nothing  but  a  war  of 
races  since  its  discovery  by  Columbus. — 
Frcm  the  negro  Emperor,  Jacques  I,  in 
1804,  to  the  present  ruler,  Salnave,  the 
Haytien  part  of  the  island  has  presented 
even  a  w«^rsc  condition  than  that  which  is 
presented  in  the  long  years  of  wholesale 
Spanish  murilers  which  made  it.s  horrors 
a  proverb.  How  rapidly  the  country 
marches  to  tho  primitive  baibarism,  which 
is  the  delight  of  the  negro  race,  is  best 
shown  by  the  value  of  the  exports  just 
previous  to  the  accession  of  .laeques  I, 
compared  with  those  of  to-day.  At  that 
time  they  reached  the  large  figures  of 
127,818,000.  To  day  they  are  scarcely 
♦8,000,000 

But  if  Hay  li  exhibits  a  sorry  argument 
for  domination,  wnat  does  .)-\maica  show  t 
Since  the  island  was  given  up  to  negjo 
rule,  its  march  has  been  rapid  from  bad  to 
worse,  untd  to-day  one  ol  the  finest,  and 
formerly  one  of  the  moit  pnxluctive  of  all 
the  West  India  group  lies  but  a  wreck  in 
negro  hands.  All  this  has  taken  place  in 
thirty  four  years,  n(>t withstanding  the 
efforts  t)t  the  English  government  lo  pro- 
vent  it.  Aud  how  of  Liberia'/  Large 
sums  of  money,  Christian  and  mis-slouary 
effort  unlimited,  have  been  used  to  little 
advantage.  The  negro  there,  forced  into 
a  hothouse  growth,  and  kept  upon  the 
plus  side  of  civilization  by  a  constant 
white  effort,  is  still  far  down  «n  the  scale. 
He  otlen  runs  eastward  to  his  native  bar- 
barism, and  is  only  kept  inside  the  bonds 
of  the  colony  by  large  contributions  to  his 
welfare.  We  dismis.s  LWiwria  as  a  mam 
moth  negro  poor  house. 

But  Liberia  is  nothing  to  the  negro  pojr 
house  we  are  ei>tabiisiiiiig  m  the  whole 
Southern  half  of  the  United  Statt.w.  We 
go  into  thia  Ufcgro  asyluiu  bubincss  a-  we 
go  into  every  Ihiug  else  lu  America  We 
set  the  whole  North,  ru  half  ol  the  uatipn 
to  earning  money  t.»  maintain  the  negro. 
We  make  huge  appropriations  for  the 
benefit  of  the  nei^ro.  We  bury  all  mate 
rial  progress  to  embody  all  t.ur  ideas  m 
the  progress  of  ttie  negro.  We  take  no 
time  to  legisiile  upon  out  i  uined  coniMiercc, 
for  we  arc  occupying  every  moment  for 
the  necrro.  We  appr<  uch  a  tinaii.  i  d  paiiic, 
but  try  i>  hide  it  by  holding  before  it  tlie 
negro. 

We  reconstruct  the  South,  not  for  the 
common  benefit  of  the  white  andblaik  re 
lative  to  the  whole  nation,  but  entirely  tor 
the  negro  The  Radicnls  go  so  fur  tnat- 
sn/f  Beu.  Wade — the.N  a.iy  that  we  iiv<iy 
have  a  war  of  caste,  siucl  even  hound  oii 
the  negro.  W'q  ha\  c  gone  negro  mad  ;  acd 
the  madness  threatens  to  wind  up  bv  h  war 
of  i-ace-i,  which,  when  il  Ci^nies,  will.swcep 
the  negro  om  of  existenr  o.  The  nation  is 
not  powerful  enouk;b,  with  all  its  vigor,  to 
stand  under  the  negro  load.  \Vu  must 
shake  il  off,  or  down  wo  go  to  the  level  of 
Uayti,  Srtu  Domingo  and  .Jamaien.

To  be  Tested. 

Whether  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  be  "a  law  for  rulers  as  well 
as  for  a  people,"  is  a  question  which  a  per 
•son  of  the  name  of  Smithson  proposes  lo 
lest,  in  an  action  at  law  to  which  Mr, 
Edwin  M.  Stanton  is  made  the  defendant. 
Smithson  was  arrested  upon  an  oreler  of 
Stanton  and  incarcerated  iu  Fort  Lafay- 
ette, where  he  remained  some  months, 
when  he  was  set  at  liberty,  without  trial, 
and  without  information  of  any  charge 
against  him.  Subeequtntly,  Sunton  again 
ordered  his  arrest,  aud  caused  him  to  be 
tried  by  a  court  martial  and  sentenced  to 
the  New  Vork  state  prison,  from  which  he 
was  released  by  a  Presidential  pardon.  He 
now  brings  an  action  for  false  imprison- 
ment against  the  late  head  mogul  of  the 
war  office,  in  virtue  of  whoau  orders  he 
was  illegally  deprived  ol  liberty. 

That  his  first  arres-t  was  au  outrage 
against  law,  is  known  by  the  fact  that 
other  parties  have  recovered  damages  in 
suits  brought  for  similar  arbitrary  arrests 
against  tlie  persons  who  made  them. 
That  his  subsequent  arrest  and  trial  by  a 
court  martial  was  a  still  greater  outrage, 
amply  appears  from  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  in  the  cise  of  MiUigan. 
Upon  the  doctrine  therein. laid  down,  il 
IS  not  seen  how  he  can  fail  to  make  Mr. 
Edwin  M.  Stanton  pay  roundly  for  assum- 
ing the  role  of  a  supreme  despot— ('Au-^oo 
Tfmf^.

This  table  shows  that,  if  the  population 
is  the  same  now  a?  it  was  iu  1800.  the 
number  of  whites  within  the  voting  age  is 
nearly  oOO.OtX)  greater  than  that  of  the 
blacks.  No  one  can  doudt  Ihat,  if  there 
has  been  any  diminution,  the  blacks  have 
h)st  as  largely  as  the  whites.  We  are  content 
that  the  figures  shall  stand  now  for  those 
Slates  aggregated  as  they  stood  in  1860  — 
and  this  perhap ;  would  be  not  far  from 
the  actual  numbers.  At  any  rate  the  blacks 
have  decreased  at  least  in  equal  propor- 
tion with  the  whites.  What  then  is  the 
showing  of  this  table';' 

It  shows  that  nearly  every  black  man  from 
21  to  100,  has  been  registered ;  and  il  shows, 
too,  that  out  of  080,000  whites  only  55)3,000 
have  been  registereel ;  that  is  but  little 
over  GO  per  cent.,  or  not  two  thirds  have 
been  registereKi.  Of  the  whole  981,000 
there  is  the  enorniou.s  proportion  of  ;j80.- 
(X)0  who  have  not  been  registered,  and  yet 
it  has  been  intimated  and  reiterateel  by  the 
reconslructiouiels  that,  but  comparatively 
few  of  the  while  males  within  the  voting 
men  of  the  South  have  been  disfranchised. 
A  Radical  paper  now  before  us  sets  down 
the  extent  of  the  diafranchi«euient  at  not 
exccedinir  .j(>,00i).  Nt.w,  upon  the  Uuv  of 
the  figures  above  exiiibited,  such  ttate- 
nunlsare  minifestly  uiilrue,  unless  weare 
lo  suppose  ih-it  a  largeTiumbpr  of  whiles 
retuseo  to  register.  At  first,  no  doubt,  the 
disp'siiion  of  the  whites  was  to  refuse 
regi.slration.  BiU,  as  ihe  impolicy  :>(  this 
ccu'-se  was  made  manifest  to  them,  they 
generally,  where  they  had  the  least  chance 
of  gettiuii:  thirir  names  on  the  lists,  pre 
sou  ted  then:  selves  for  that  purpose.  The 
hosl  of  white  males,  within  the  voting  age 
io  the  Southern  States,  who  are  not  regis- 
teie«l,  arf'  not  on  the  rolls  simply  because 
the  Reconstruction  acts  prevent  them 
from  puttiug  their  names  there.  It  has 
been  charged,  the  Fresidcnt  has  charged, 
that,  mch  WAS  the  intent  of  these  acts,  and 
the  figures  justify  the  charge  acd  jastifv 
th.'^  President  in  making  it. 

In  fairne-s.  the  whites  in  the  South,  il 
the  registry  were  complete  and  impartial, 
ought  to  have  y81,7r)2  and  the  blacks  only 
084,0;i'2.  Iu  fact,  the  whites  have  «mly 
MiS.Nllt  while  the  blacks  have673,00!t.  The 
whites  ought  to  have  nearly  :{tX),000  more, 
but  in  fact  have  80,000  less,  making  an  un- 
just difference  against  them  of^{80,000. 
Looking  at  the  motive  which  ruus  through 
the  legislation  which  has  produced  "so 
monstrous  an  inequality  ind  its  effects,  any 
fair  miud  is  struck  with  astonishment  at 
it.s  reckless  iniquity. 

—It  is  stated  that  a  German  glass-maKer 
has  lately  made  a  remarkable  discovery. 
He  has  invented  a  telescope,  or  magnify- 
ing glass,  by  means  ot  which  the  most  in 
trinsic  nerves  and  vessels  inside  the  body 
may  be  seen  from  the  outside.

He 
has  an  aged  mother,  an  invalid  wife  and 
six  children,  and  a  blind  sister,  dependent 
upon  him  for  support.  His  mother  was 
well  acquainted  with  the  poet  Goeth,  and 
it  was  probably  her  many  anecdotes  (»/  this 
illustrious  person  which  first  inspired  her 
son  with  a  desire  to  do  something  to  win 
the  respect  ard  est«  em  of  his  fellow  men. 
By  means  of  this  invention  he  has  already 
nearly  cured  his  wife.  Six  mouths  ago  a 
well  known  doctor  said  she  could  not  live, 
and  pronounced  her  disease  to  bo  an  afl'ec- 
tiou  of  the  heart.  Juntz,  however,  lias 
now  proven  to  him  with  the  aid  of  the 
womlerful  microscope  that  he  was  entirely 
rui.'^t.aken ;  the  stomach  alone  being  the 
part  aflected.

careful  to  run  into  the  eye-sockets,  and  on 
through,  leaving  tho  eye-balls  with  the 
snout  end,  so  that  there  is  no  further 
trouble  with  gouging  the  eyes  out  of  the 
lace  piece;  then  without  further  separating 
of  the  parts,  starting  between  the  ears,  saw 
up  and  downwards,  not  caring  to  extend 
further  down  towards  the  snout  than  to  the 
sawmark  across  the  face,  but  clean  through 
at  the  other  end.  Now,  having  done  with 
the  ears  for  handles,  I  cut  them  off,  then 
take  out  the  brains  for  pickling,  skin  the 
snout,  aud  take  off  the  flesh  for  scrapple, 
and  throw  the  nasal  organs  away.  The 
faces  are  to  be  corned.  I  use  a  siw,  but 
never  au  ax,  iu  cutting  up  a  hog;  conse- 
quently the  meal  is  clear  of  splinters  aud 
chips  of  bones.  In  "chining  a  hog"  to 
cool,  I  saw  down  the  ribs,  instead  of  hack- 
ing them  with  a  hatchet.  A  small-sized 
hog-hook,  flattened,  answers  very  well  for 
taking  off  the  hoofs  and  toe  nai  Is  of  a  porker, 
or  you  may  use  a  pair  of  pincers." 

—An  apothecary  lately  refused  lo  resign 
his  seat  at  a  theatre  in  Vienna  to  an  offi- 
cer, who,  feeling  himself  insulted,  sent  him 
a  challenge.

The  Democratic  banquet  in  Washing- 
ton on  the  8th,  in  honor  of  the  53d  anni- 
versary of  the  battle  of  New  Orleane,  was 
a  neat  allair,  and  pa&scd  oH'  in  a  plcasiag 
manner.  About  three  hundred  guests 
•were  prtsent,  President  Johnson  among 
the  number. 

The  Illinois  Democratic  State  Commit- 
tee assembled  in  Springfield  on  the  8t,h. 
The  meeting  was  full,  every  district  being 
represented.  April  15  was  fixed  upon  as 
the  day  for  holding  a  State  Democratic 
Convention.  The  basis  fur  repreSentaviftn 
in  the  Convention  will  bo  the  votes  cast  for 
McCIellan. 

A  large  and  enthusiastic  meeting  was 
held  at  Springfield,  111.,  on  the  8tb.  Aleo 
one  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.  A  mtetirg  of  the 
prominent  Democrats  of  Chicago  was  also 
held  on  the  8lh,  to  initiate  a  movement 
for  a  thorough  organization  of  the  party 
in  that  city.

Am'tof  debt  lesa  cash  In  treasury. $i,5C8,12j,6jO  30 
A  comparisoii  of  the  public  debt  suuc- 
ment  shows  an  increase  for  the  month  of 
$50,000,000  in  that  bearing  coin  interest,  a 
decrease  of  $51,000,000  ia  that  bearing  cur- 
rency interest,  an  Increase  of  $l,70'o,000 
on  the  matured  debt  not  presented  for  pay- 
ment, a  decrease  of  cash  in  the  treasury  of 
nearly  $4,000,000,  and  au  iiirn-iiBc  of  the 
total  debt,  less  cash  in  the  licatury,  of  up- 
wards ot  $7,000,000. 

According  to  late  advkt^F,  King  Tiieo- 
dore,  of  Abyssinia,  is  conttalir.g  the  ad- 
vance of  the  English  with  spirit.  Ilel^s 
burned  the  first  villAge  thty  ^xpccltd  to 
make  a  base  of  operations,  and  threatins 
to  lay  the  country  in  waste  as  the  British 
army  penetrates  the  interior.

chor of  peace  at  homo  aud  safety  abroad  ;  a  Jeal- 
ous care  of  the  rights  of  electors  by  the  people  ; 
tho  supremacy  of  ilic  civil  over  the  military  au- 
thority." 

Rttolved,  That  we  condemn  the  l»'gislatlve  usur- 
pation of  Congress.and  particularly  the  several  acts 
of  roconstruciion  («»  called^  as  violative  of  the 
constitutional  compact  between  the  Stales,  and  as 
utterly  subversive  of  every  principle  of  self  i;ov- 
emmcut  that  dlRttnifulaiico  a  /»«o  p,.iiplo. 

ResohfU,  That  we  are  oppoi-ed  to  any  nies-ur'^^ 
which  recoKuizo  that  the  iute/rity  of  the  I'uion 
was  over  broken;  that  any  of  its  members  were 
ever  out ;  and  that  we  determinedly  iu-ist  that  tbc 
Southern  States,  no  longer  being  in  Insuircctlon 
or  at  war  with  the  Federal  Government,  are  euti 
tlod  to  tho  full  Ktatu  recognition  and  cousiituilun- 
al  representation  In  Congress  and  thn  Electoral 
ColleKO.  given  to  all  tho  btates,  and  ihut  the  de- 
nial of  it  lo  ih'in  by  Congress,  and  Us  e  Iforts  t-* 
dictate,  by  military  lorce.  a  goveromcct  for  them, 
are  uncouxtlt'itinnal,  revolutiouary.  aud  despollc. 

Radreds  That  we  are  ojiposed,  holli  lu  prinei- 
plrt  and  policy,  to  negro  suffrage;  that  the  St.-iie 
of  Ohio  having,  by  tne  emphatic  ni.ijority  of  60,- 
iiO(»,  rejected  It  for  heri-ell,  is  strongly  iippu»ed  t«i 
its  forced  condition  upon  other  States,  and  wo 
Htigmail/.d  such  an  Imposition  by  the  Federal  trov- 
ernmeut  as  a  most  base  usurputtuu. 

ReBolved.  That  the  practical  effect  of  Ihe  so- 
called  reconstruction  acis  of  Congress  Is  to  deliver 
over  ten  Slates  to  the  poUiical  sud  roelal  ciiutrcl 
of  negroes,  aud  to  place  tti<}  lives,  liburi.ies  and 
fortunes  of  the  whites  residing  ihoro  in  tbo  haods 
of  a  barbarous  people,  and  that  it  would  undoubt- 
edly lead  to  a  wnrof  races,  or  to  the  Atricaiiiz^ 
tlon  of  the  South. 

Retoltid,  That,  notwithstanding  couced'd

Resolved.  That,  neither  forgettin":  nor  denying 
our  ancient  faith  that  gold  and  s iTvcr  coin  lorm 
tho  cnrre.ncj  of  tho  CoLstitntiou,  wo  declare  that 
the  6  *)  bonds  shoaUl  be  paid  in  the  larae  cur- 
rency received  by  the  (Jovernmcnt  for  ihclr 
usue,  and  that,  l«y  the  withdrawal  of  the  raoiji^p- 
<ily  granted  to  the  national  banks,  this  rcsnlt  can 
bo  accomplished  without  an  ucdur  or  Uanir^rons 
Increase  of  paper  money,  now  tho  only  ciiculat-

RetolvtU,  That  we  indignantly  itjcct  tho  princi- 
ple derived  from  tho  feudal  system,  that  tho  mas-

most  alarming  apprehension  of  evil  ro  ten  States 
of  the  Union,  and  destruciion  to  tne  Union  lt»c'f ; 
a  policy  that  largely  incroascs  taxation ;  a  policy 
that  requires  a  large  standing  army,  which  adds 
nearly  f  It'O.OtiO.OUd  aiinnally  to  the  expenses  of  tho 
(iovernment,  while  It  beggars  the  people  ;  a  poJicy 
the  avowed  object  of  which  is  to  continue  in  pow  - 
•r  tho  most  vemil  and  corrupt  political  party  that 
ever  dishonored  any  civilizutton ;  a  policy  vindic- 
tively enacted  and  merclleaely  prosecuted,  with 
the  uuconstllutioiial  purpose  of  centralizing  and 
perpetuating  all  the  poiUl?al  power  of  the  Gov- 
ernment lu  the  dominant  Kadical  party  in  I'on- 
gress  ;  and  a  policy  which,  if  not  early  arrested  by 
the  American  people,  will,  sooner  or  later,  over- 
whelm our  National  Oovernmenl  lu  one  common 
and  appalling  rain. 

RfHKi^l.,  That  we  demsnd  the  unconditional  re- 
peal of  any  act  of  Cougress  conferring  c  xclusive 
rights  and  privileges  upon  any  class  or  classes  of 
citizens  at  the  expense  of  other  elaoses. 

Rttolterf,  That  the  national  bank  system,  organ- 
ized in  tbo  Interof  t  of  the  bondholdors,  ought  to 
bo  alKtilshed,  and  United  States  notes  subsutntcd 
iu  lieu  of  the  national biink  currency,  thus  oaving 
to  the  people  lu  interest  alone  more  than  f  18,000,- 
IKKI  annualiy;  and,  until  such  system  ot  banks 
shall  be  aboluhed,  we  demand  that  tho  shares  of 
such  banks  In  Indiana  shall  bo  sul'Ject  to  tho  same 
taxes,  State  and  municipal,  as  other  property  of 
the  State. 

Rteolvt'l,  That  bonds  and  other  securities  of  the 
United  Stales,  with  evei-y  other  description  of  pro- 
|.eri),  should  bear  their  equal  proportion  of  tax 
lor  State,  county,  and  municipal  purposes ;  and  to 
that  end  tho  bonds  and  other  securities  ot  the 
United  States  ought  to  be  taxed  by  Cougress  for 
national  purposes  in  an  amount  substantially  equal 
10  thu  tax  imposed  on  property  In  tho  severarstHtos 
lor  local  purpoces. 

RenolvtcL,  That  we  are  In  favor  of  the  payment 
of  the  Government  bonds  In  Treasury  notes,  com- 
monly called  greenbacks,  except  where  expressly 
wade  payablo  in  gold  by  law,  at  the  earliest 
period. 

Resolvf'I,  That  the  ur.Jiut  aud  Iniquitous  tariff 
laws  in  force  ought  to  bo  repealed,  and  a  tarlfl' 
adopted  looking  to  revenue  only. 

Rctolcfil,  That  tbo  monstrous  expcukc  of  tlu- 
Hepablican  leaders  in  the  admluistratlou  of  tho 
eiuvernuient,  at  all  times  and  in  all  places,  bus 
been  profligate  to  an  extent  unexampled  in  his- 
tory ;  and  tor  the  hundreds  of  mUllons  of  dollars 
expended  by  them  since  the  close  of  tho  war  they 
have  nothing  to  show  save  miliUiry  despotism,  op- 
preselou.  Usurped  power,  and  a  munlaled  Consti- 
tution ;  that  the  burthen  of  taxation,  too  grievous 
to  bo  borne,  deintinds  their  removal  from  all  places 
of  trust,  aud  a  thorough  (((urse  of  relreuchiuent 
and  reform.

Rfgolvd,  That  it  is  tbc  duty  of  the  United  Sutes 
t.)  protect  all  cuiztns,  whether  native  or  natural- 
i/.ed,  in  every  right,  at  home  and  abroad,  without 
n  i'ard  to  thi;  pretended  claim  of  foreign  uaitous 
to  perpetual  allegiance. 

tifeoh'-'l.  That  the  attempt  turegulale  the  moral 
iOeao  01  the  people  by  leirlalatiou  ih  unwise  and 
despotic,  and  wo  are  opposed  to  that  class  of  leg- 
islation which  seeks  tu  prohibit  tho  people  from 
tho  enjoyment  uf  ail  proper  appetites  and  amuse- 
ments. 

Rfsolred,  That  we  shall  ever  hold  In  sacred 
recollection  lh«<  dead  who  freely  sacrificed  tbcir 
lives  In  tho  defence  of  our  once  ^iorious  Union, 
that  the  present  aud  future  generation  might  ecloy 
tho  rich  luherltence  of  a  lorm  ol  Government  tuat 
secures  ei(ualiiy  of  rights  and  prlvi!egc3  to  all  the

Il  is 
known  that  ammonia  is  very  iujurious  to 
leather,  etpcciaiit/  when  it  contain^  a  large 
am&unt  of  grease  ;  hence,  gears  which  are 
allowed  io  remain  iu  the  stable  arc  always 
mo:eor  Icfi^ii'jured  by  the  ammonia  wliicii 
c(>ii%tAnlly  wises  from  the  manure;  but 
this  iiijuiy  is  iu  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  cleAuliiiCHS  whicii  is  observed  in  the 
stable.  Of  all  kihds,  those  in  which  horses 
or  hhccp  are  kcjil  are  most  injurious,  be- 
cause ot  the  v<datilc  nature  of  the  manure. 
If  cow  stnblcs  are  kept  clean  (as  they 
should  for  olacr  reasons  be)  the  injury  lo 
gears  kept  in  them  will  be  but  slight.  The 
bc.'^l  plan  is  to  have  a  f^raall  dry  room  on 
purpose ;  such  a  room  can,  with  a  few 
boai  (is  a;i<l  nails,  soon  bo  made,  aud  the 
Siving  in  Ihe  harness  will  eoim  repay  the 
trouble  — C'or.  Her.  Teiej-aph. 

MiLii,  Tea  aku  Coffee  —Prof.  Loomis 
thus  i^peaks  of  milk,  tea  and  coHee :  "  Milk 
coiilaiim  in  solution  not  only  a  due  propor- 
tion t)f  carbon,  iiydrogen,  oxygen,  aud 
nilu'(;'cn,  but  all  the  other  elements  ne- 
cessary fur  the  coEiitruclion  of  bout,  nerve, 
&c,  and  hence  is  always  a  proper  food  in 
all  circumstances  of  health.  IVa  derives 
its  beneficial  qualities  not  from  its  direct 
supply  of  nutrition,  but  from  its  affording 
a  peculiar  sulsstarce  called  lii-  me,  the  effect 
ot  whi"  h  in  the  system  is  to  diminish  tho 
wa<ite,  thus  making  lets  fuud  uucessary. 
Tea  thus  has  a  positive  economic  value, 
not  as  a  supplying,  but  as  a  saving  nutri' 
ment.  Coflte,  though  of  a  taste  so  little 
allied  to  tea,  derives  Its  value  in  precisely 
tho  Fame  manner  and  from  nearly  the 
same  sub.stancts.  Its  v.^lue  and  effect  in 
the  eybtem  arc  Ih.icfore  the  same  as  those 
above  stated.  It  is  hence  evident  that 
milk,  tea  and  coffee  are  valuable  articles 
of  food  under  all  conditions  of  tempera- 
ture."

SUMMARY   OFJHE   WEEK. 

The  24th  day  of  February  has  been 
fixed  for  the  commencement  of  the  second 
trial  of  Surratt. 

The  United  States  Supreme  Court  have 
decided  to  advance  the  McCardle  case — 
being  the  test  case  on  the  Reconstruction 
laws  of  Congress — by  fiiing  the  first 
Monday  in  March  n»xt  for  hearing  the  ar- 
gument thereon. 

The  revenue  receipts  for  the  week  end- 
ing January  18  were  $2,178,000.  Frac- 
tional currency  issued  for  the  week, 
$560,500;  redeemed  and  destroyed, 
1849,400.  National  Bank  notes  issued, 
$188,880;  amount  in  circulation,  $299,506. 

A  Washington  dispatch  of  the  20th 
says:  "An  impression  seems  to  prevail 
still  at  the  West  that  the  President-has  not 
yet  signed  the  bill  relating  to  the  with- 
drawal of  whisky  in  bond.  The  bill  was 
approved  January  11,  and  has  been  so  pub- 
lished officially  here." 

In  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  on 
the  21st,  in  the  case  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Virginia  v».  the  State  of  West  Virginia, 
the  Chief  Justice  announced  that  the 
Court  is  equally  divided  on  the  case,  and 
equally  divided  also  upon  the  order 
which  should  be  made  in  consequence  of 
that  division. 

The  gross  receipts  of  the  Post  OflBcc 
Department  for  the  last  year  were  four- 
teen million  dollars,  and  the  expenses 
eighteen  millions — thus  leaving  a  deficien- 
cy of  four  millions.  The  Committee  on 
Appropriations  h&ve  under  consideration 
a  request  from  the  Post  Office  Department 
for  an  additional  appropriation  of  two 
and  a  half  millions  for  postal  service  in  the 
United  States

Great  distress  is  reported  among  the 
working  classes  of  Quebec.  • 

The  Fenian  arrested  in  Dublin  and  sent 
to  Millbank  died  on  the  23  J. 

Charles  Kean,  the  tragedian,  died  in 
London  on  the  231,  aged  fifty-seven. 

The  United  States  fieet,  under  Admiral 
Farragut,  i*  at  Toulon,where  it  will  remain 
during  the  rest  of  the  winter. 

Later  information  has  been  received 
from  Afiica,  in  regard  to  Dr.  Livingstone, 
which  it  is  thought  confirms  all  the  pre- 
vious reports  of  his  safety. 

The  remains  of  Maximilian  reached 
Vienna  on  the  ISth,  and  were,  the  next 
day,  consigned  to  their  last  resting  place, 
amid  great  pomp  and  ceremony. 

The  report  which  has  been  extensively 
circulated,  that  the  Russian  Government 
was  sending  troops  to  the  Southern  fron- 
tier, is  reported  untrue.  That  Govern- 
ment in  an  official  note  has  denied  the  ru- 
mor. 

A  fiendish  outrage  was  perpetrated  at  a 
tavern  near  Brompton,  Canada,  on  the 
22d.  A  man  recovering  from  an  attack  of 
delirium  tremens,  was  lying  on  the  floor  in 
front  of  the' fire  place,  when  some  young 
men  laid  shavings  around  his  body  and 
burned  him  to  death. 

George  Francis  Train  and  two  other 
Americans,  named  Grinnell  and  Gee,  were 
arrested  on  board  the  steamer  Scotia  on 
her  arrival  at  Queenstown,  on  the  17th,  on 
the  charge  of  being  active  members  of  the 
American  wing  of  the  Fenian  organiza- 
tion. The  affair  has  caused  much  excite- 
ment throughout  Great  Britian.  Train 
formally  protested,  through  the  United 
Slates  Consul,  against  his  detention,  and 
declared  that  he  was  arrested  upon  no 
other  grounds  of  suspicion  than  the  find 
ing  of  an  Irish  paper  in  his  trunk.  ^ 

The  New" York  World  of  the  20th  pub- 
lishes the  following,  dated  Queenstown, 
Jan.  18 :  "I  have  just  been  arrested  by 
the  British  Government.  Was  seized  on 
the  Scotia  Immediately  upon  arrival  out. 
Have  told  the  Derby  Cabinet  that  the 
American  ultimatum  is  payment  of  Ala- 
bama claims,  and  release  of  American 
citizens,  or  war. 

"  Gkokge  Fbancis  TRA.rN." 

Train  was  discharged  from  arrest  at 
Cork,  on  the  morning  of  the  21st.  He  has 
sued  the  British  Government  for  £100,000 
damages.  Lord  Stanley,  however,  in  be- 
half of  the  Government,  disavows  any 
responsibility  in  the  matter.  He  says  the 
local  authorities  at  Queenstown  acted  up- 
on their  own  responsibility  when  they  ar- 
rested Train. 

In  a  speech  at  a  Ministerial  dinner  on 
the  22d,  Lord  Stanley  said  the  Irish  had 
never  been  in  a  more  prosperous  condi- 
tion, nor  had  Ireland  ever  been  more  dis- 
tracted. The  latter  fact  he  attributed 
mainly  to  the  designs  of  American  sol- 
diers. He  thought  the  proposed  Church 
jeforms  ought  to  go  over  lo  the  next  Par- 
liament, and  as  to  laws  in  Ireland  they 
were  out  of  the  question. 

Tlie    East. 

The  Massachusetts  State  Senate,  on 
the  23d,  passed  a  bill  repealing  the  Pro- 
hibitory Liquor  law,  known  in  that  State 
as  the  "  Constabulary  law." 

A  heavy  snow  storm  prevailed  through 
out  the  East  on  the  21st.    Eighteen  inches 
fell  at  Binghamton  and  eight  inches  at 
Troy,  and  the  roads  were  much  blocked. 

The  efforts  of  a  Pittsburgh  pedestrian 
to  walk  one  hundred  consecutive  hours 
without  rest  or  sleep,  has  resulted  in  fail- 
ure, after  constant  walking  for  78  hours 
and  48  minutes. 

Edwin  Weed  and  Miles  Murray,  gam- 
blers, have  been  arrested  as  the  supposed 
robbers  of  the  Bank  of  the  Republic  in 
New  York  on  the  15tb,  and  a  portion  of 
the  stolen  prope^-ty  recovered. 

An  explosion  of  fireworks  took  place  at 
Pittsburgh,  on  the  18ih,  by  which  three 
persons,  Nancy  Camv-bell,  Fred  Ramsey 
and  J.  A.  Schrock,  were  killed.  The  build- 
ing in  wh'ch  the  explosion  occurred  was 
nearly  destroyed  by  fire.  Three  hundred 
barrels  of  oil  and  three  bulk  boats  full  of 
oil  were  destroyed  by  an  explosion  in  an 
oil  refinery  seven  miles  from  Pittsburgh,  on 
the  18tb.

The  Republican  State  Convention  of 
Ohio  13  called  to  meet  on  the  4th  of  March.

A  telegram  from  San  Francisco  to  Mr. 
Seward,  announces  that  an  essay  of  tbe 
gold  from  Alaska  proves  that  the  ore  will 
yield  $13,000  per  ton.  ' 

Two  merchants  on  their  way  from 
Cheyenne  to  Dale  City,  were  attacked  by 
robbers,  on  the  18th,  brutaly  beaten,  and 
robbed  of  goods  valued  at  $8,000. 

Lafayette  Head,  Superintendent  of  In- 


I  dian  afi^ira  in  Utah,  passed  through  Oma- 
ha on  the  18th,  en  route  for  Washington, 
accompanied  by  six  Ute  Chiefs,  desirous 
of  making  a  treaty. 

A  disastrous  fire,  caused  by  the  explo- 
sion of  a  cqal  oil  lamp,  occurred  in  Ottam- 
wa,  Iowa,  on  the  night  of  the  20th,  de- 
stroying about  one- half  of  a  block  of  busi- 
ness houses.  Loss  $300,000 ;  small  insur- 
ance. 

A  shooting  affray  occurred  at  Cheyenne 
on  the  evening  of  the  18th.  Several  men 
were  wounded  and  one  killed.  The  Vig- 
ilance Commitiee,  two  hundred  strong, 
hung  JacK  Hays  and  another  leader  of  the 
rioting  party. 

X  resolution  has  been  introduced  in  the 
Wisconsin  State  Senate,  declaring  the 
Grand  Jury  system  a  relic  of  barbarism, 
recommending  its  abolishment,  and  in- 
structing the  Judiciary  Committee  to  re- 
port a  bill  for  amending  the  Constitution 
accordingly. 

According  to  the  figures  as  given  in  the 
Chicago  Tribune,  the  grand  "charity  ball" 
in  that  city  on  the  20th,  netted  as  follows : 
Expenses,  $10,000;  receipts,  $0,000— 
leaving  "  charity"  "  out  in  the  cold"  to  the 
tune  of  some  $4,000. 

In  a  prize  fight  between  two  young 
bruisers, — Dennis  Reardon,  eighteen,  and 
Thomas  McCann,  seventeen  years  of  age — 
at  ".Bloody  Island,"  near  St.  Louis,  on 
the  19th,  the  latter  was  killed.  Seven  of 
the  parties,  including  Reardon,  engaged 
in  the  fight  were  arrested. 

A  case  of  wholesale  poisoning  occurred 
m  Chicago  on  the  18th.  Andrew  Stang, 
wife,  two  daughters,  and  a  son  (<iermans) 
were  nearly  killed  by  partaking  of  cofl'ee 
in  which  strychnine  had  been  placed,  it  is 
supposed,  by  another  daughter,  named 
Elizabeth,  about  sixteen  years  of  age.  The 
alleged  poisoner  was  arrested.

A  Memphis  special  says  the  treason 
indictments  against  Generals  Price,  Ruck- 
er  and  Jeff.  Thompson  have  been  dis- 
missed. 

Two  young  ladies  were  burned  to  death 
on  the  18th,  at  Chattanooga,  Tenn  ,  from 
Iho  careless  use  of  Aurora  oil  in  kindling 
a  fire.  Their  names  were  Miss  Mary 
Daily,  of  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.,  and  Miss 
Kale  Harrington,  of  Chattanooga. 

A  man  named  Thomas  Malone  was  shot 
dead  in  a  court  room  at  Memphis,  on  the 
24th,  while  attending  the  trial  of  his 
nephew,  who  was  arraigned  for  murder. 
The  courtroom  was  full  at  the  time,  and 
the  author  of  the  assassination  was  un- 
known.

General  Hancock,  upon  application, 

has  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  is  both 
unjust  and  unnecessary  to  resort  to  a  mili- 
tary tribunal,  in  a  time  of  peace,  for  the 
settlement  of  questions  that  corae  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  civil  courts.  For 
this  he  has  been  denounced  in  the  Ameri- 
can Congress  as  "the  idol  of  the  disloyal, 
the  rebel,  tho  traitor,  the  enemy  ot  his 
Government."

difference  does  it  make?"  at  the  same 
time  giving  him  a  look  that  showed  his 
high  appreciation  of  the  capacity  of  ne- 
groes as  constitution  makers.  White  Rad- 
ical—" Why,  certainly ;  tho  expression  is 
the  correct  one."  Negro  Radical,  quick- 
ly—"  Why,  then,  make  it  incoherent;  niake 
it  incoherent. "

Sudiate  Harriman,  the  Republican  candi- 
atc  for  Governor,  and  declare  that,  by 
reason  of  certain  Radical  falsehoods  that 
have  been  promulgated,  they  propose  to 
cast  their  votes  solidly  for  Mr.  Sinclair.— 
St.  Louis  RepuUicaii. 

Another  black  and- tan  convention 

has  as.sembled  down  South,  which  seems 
to  be  composed  of  a  large  proportion  of 
black  to  a  small  proportion  of  tan.  This 
remarkable  gathering  assembled  in  Flori- 
da. "  Temporary  clflcer.s  were  chosen,  all 
of  whom  were  negroes,"  is  the  first  an- 
nouncement. This  arrangement  sex?mB  to 
have  been  looked  upon  as  somewhat  too 
much  black  to  too  little  tan,  and  accord- 
ingly, in  the  permanent  organization,  the 
President  and  Secretary  were  chosen  from 
the  tan,  leaving  only  the  As?8istant  Secre- 
tary and  "  most  of  the  subordinate  oflicers" 
to  the  genuine  black.  The  Florida  consti- 
tution factory,  which  has  thus  been  set  in 
motion,  will  probably  prove  to  bu  more 
loyal  than  other  factories  of  the  kind  in 
propitrtlon  as  the  quantity  of  black  pre- 
dominates over  the  quantity  of  tan  in  its 
composition.— C/iicofl'o  Times. 

—The  Indianapolis  correspondent  of 
the  Cincinnati  Commercial  (Republican) 
thus  makes  a  prediction  :  "  With  regard 
to  the  platfoim  for  the  Presidential  cam- 
paign, nothing  is  said.  The  party  that 
waits  till  then  for  a  policy  is  dead  beyond 
all  hope.  The  Republican  party  is  sick 
to-day  for  want  of  a  financial  policy,  and, 
unless  Congress  goes  forward,  in  spite  of

The  New  York  Sun,  now  edited  by  Mr. 
Dana,  formerlvof  the  Chicago  .R^'pt/W/can, 
an  extreme  Radical,  thus  speaks  of  the 
prominent  Western  Democratic  candidate 
tor  President : 

"  The  Democracy  !n  tho  great  Slates  of 
the  West  have  declared  themselves,  with 
singular  accord,  in  favor  of  the  Hon. 
George  H.  Pendleton,  of  Ohio,  as  their' 
Presidential  candidate.  It  is  a  choice 
which  does  honor  to  their  judgment.  Mr. 
Pendletrm  is  a  gentleman,  accoinplishcd, 
endowed  with  tine  manners  and  superior 
abilities,  and  bold  and  manly  in  the  dec- 
laration of  this  opinionp,  skilled  in  public 
affairs,  and  superior  to  low  intrigue  and 
party  dishonesty.  If  he  were  President, 
be  would  administer  the  government  in  a 
perfectly  respectable  manner,  m  accord- 
ance with  his  principles.  He  has  also  the 
great  advantage  of  having  ideas  that  be- 
long to  the  present  day.  lie  does  not,  like 
so  many  others,  grind  over  the  resolutions 
of  1798,  or  contine  himself  to  asserting 
the  policy  he  advocated  ten  years  ago. 
These  new  ideas  of  his  are,  briefly,  that 
the  5  20  bonds  should  be  paid  in  green- 
backs, and  not  in  specie,  and  that  the 
whole  Govommenl  debt  shou'.d  he  subject 
to  taxation.  These  are  propositions  that 
find  much  favor,  especially  in  the  Western 
States,  and  it  is  not  surprising  that  they 
should  have  added  to  the  well  /bunded 
popularity  of  their  author." 

The  New  York  llerald  rtports  that  a 
(K)nsultation  of  the  Democratic  leaders  was 
lately  held  at  Albany  in  regard  to  Presi- 
dential candidate.  Gov.  Se-ymour  was 
present,  but  peisisted  in  hia  intention  not 
to  enter  the  list.  The  llerald  says  ;  "  He 
was  willing  to  be  a  candidate  if  his  friends 
chose  to  urge  his  claims,  b'.it  that  he  wtis 
personally  apprehensive  of  tho  greater 
popularity  of  George  H.  Pendleton,  for 
whom  the  whole  West  and  South  would 
be  a  unit.  Indeed,  Mr.  Sijymour  fdl  il 
would  be  to  the  interest  of  tbe  Democratic 
party  to  run  Mr  Pendleton,  who  had,  by 
his  avowed  policy,  made  himself  the 
champion  of  the  Democratic  plitform 
with  reference  to  the  finance  question." 
The  conclusion  of  the  conference  is  said 
to  have  been,  that  the  New  York  dele- 
gates in  the  Democratic  National  Con- 
vention shall  give  Governor  Seymour 
a  comjjlimentary  vote,  but  shall  go  for 
Mr.  Pendleton  when  a  formal  ballot  is 
taken. 
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In  the  course  cf  a  somewhat  animated 
application  of  condemnation,  he  stigma- 
tized the  bill  a.',  a  "monstrosity,  and  tbe 
mo&t  infamous  act  of  all  the  infamous  acts 
ot  this  infamous  Congress."  No  sooner 
had  his  words  erased  than  Mr.  Binghanr, 
of  Ohio,  who  i<  ported  the  hill  from  tiie 
committee,  sprang  to  his  feet  in  manifest 
rage,  acd,  in  passionate  accents,  c.Vikd  tJie 
gentleman  to  order,  and  demanded  that 
tbe  words  just  si)'jl:en  be  taken  dowu  ut 
the  Clerk's  eh  sk.  Mr.  Wooel,  with  an  air 
of  imperturbatjie  indifference  to  the  ex- 
citement which  now  prevailed  among  the 
members  of  both  parties,  suspended  his 
remarks,  urawiug  himself  up  in  an  atti- 
tude of  the  most  sovereign  contempt.  In 
the  midst  of  this  confusion,  Mr.  Ross,  of 
Illinois,  a  Democrat,  proposed  that  tbe 
gentleman  fVom  New  York  change  the  ex- 
pression to  the  "so-called  infamous  Con- 
gress.'' A  transient  laugh  spread  over  the 
House,  but  Mr.  Wood  made  no  other  rec- 
ognition of  the  suggestion  than  in  a  frigid 
smile,  and  took  Ms  «eat  with  the  utuK«t 
coolnefts.  An  effort  was  made  to  call  out 
an  apology  to  tlie  House ;  but  when  asked 
whether  he  had  any  explanation  to  make, 
Mr.  Wood  rose  to  his  feet,  and  -with  a  tow- 
ering sway,  said,  "  I  have  no  explanation 
to  make,  sir."  This  fresh  effort  took  the 
Radicals  again  by  surprise,  producing  a 
sensation  felt  through  the  whole  House. 
Mr.  Dawes,  of  Massachusetts,  jumped  up, 
and  in  a  voice  combining  the  tones  of  an 
extraordinary  nasal  organization  and  the 
sepulchral  notes  of  a  woman  approxi- 
mating the  maximum  allotment  of  human 
life,  sang  out  that  he  had  a  resolution  to 
ofler.  The  resolution  proved  in  tflect  a 
censure  before  the  bar  of  the  House. 
Upon  this  there  was  a  passage  of  words 
between  the  opposite  parties,  during 
which  Mr.  Wood,  fo  studied  unconcern, 
indulged  in  the  perusal  of  a  newspaper 
which  was  lying  upon  his  desk.  The  res- 
olution was  adopted,  and  Mr.  Wood,  with 
dignity  in  bis  bearing,  appeared  before 
the  bar  of  the  House  aiid  received  cen- 
sure from  the  Speaker,  after  which,  bow- 
ing with  coid  formality,  he  returned  to  his 
seat.  The  Radicals,  by  force  of  numbers, 
had  been  successful,  but  the  disdain  which 
met  their  vindictive  action  recoiled  upon 
them  with  stinging  effect.— C'<^r.  of  New 
iWk  Wi^rld.

— Just  as  tho  safety  of  Dr.  Livingstone 
is  becoming  a  certainty,  the  report  comes 
from  New  Zealand  that  there  is  a  strong 
probability  that  Leichardt,  the  explorer, 
long  supposed  to  be  dead,  is  still  alive 
near  tho  Gulf  of  Carpentaria.  By  and-by 
we  may  hear  that  Sir  John  Franklin  is 
still  alive  in  the  frozen  regions. 

— Thirty-two  years  ago  there  was  no 
written  language  of  the  Fijis,  no  knowl- 
edge of  true  religion,  no  assimilation  to 
the  civilized  world.  Now  they  have  the 
entire  Scriptures,  with  grammar  and  lex- 
icon, and  many  other  books,  with  3,500 
scholars,  481  churches,  55  English  and  na- 
tive missionaries,  471  lay  preachers. 

— Very  sad  accounts  are  still  received  of 
the  famine  in  Finland.  The  peasants  in 
that  country  are  reduced  to  such  extremi- 
ties that  they  think  themselves  happy  if 
they  can  procure  loaves  composed,  in  equal 
portions,  of  sawdust,  moss,  and  a  coarse 
rye  fiour.  Many  have  obtained  permis- 
sion from  the  Government  to  emigrate. 

—A  youth  living  at  Cork,  Ireland,  near 
an  old  ruined  abbey,  recently  planned  one 
cf  those  murders  we  read  about  in  ro- 
mance. His  object  was  the  taking  ofl"  of 
a  servant  girl  who  had  caught  him  in  cer- 
tain pecuniary  irregularities.  He  dug  a 
grave  in  the  ruin,  where  he  enticed  the 
girl  at  night-time,  and  telling  her  to  look  in 
the  excavation,  while  she  was  stooping 
over  proceeded  to  brain  her  with  a 
hatchet.  He  did  not  succeed  In  his  melo- 
dramatic undertaking. 

— Australia  is  rivaling  America  in  rapid- 
ity of  growth  of  its  cities  and  increase  of 
population.  Twenty  years  ago  Melbourne, 
the  capitol  of  Victoria,  had  8,000  people. 
Now  it  has  128,000.  In  1848  the  province 
of  Otago,  one  of  the  nine  provinces  into 
which  New  Zealand  is  divided,  had  a  pop- 
ulation of  620,  and  in  1864  its  people  num- 
bered 61,&00.  Twenty-three  years  ago  the 
population  of  South  Australia  was  19,000, 
and  in  1806  it  was  170,000. 

— A  horrible  scaflold  scene  recently  took 
place  in  Prussia.  A  woman  and  her  son 
were  executed  for  the  murder  of  the  hus- 
band and  father.  The  woman  refused  to 
walk  and  was  carried  on  the  scaflold,  her 
son  waiting  below.  Owing  to  the  short- 
ness of  her  neck,  a  second  blow  of  tbe  axo 
was  required  to  sever  the  head  from  the 
trunk.  The  son  fainted,  and  had  to  be  re- 
vived before  being  brought  to  the  block 
Btill  reeking  with  his  mother's  blood. 

— A  new  educational  movement  has 
been  commenced  at  Birmingham.  It  is 
estimated  that  there  are  20,000  children  in 
the  town  entirely  without  education,  and 
to  meet  this  want  it  is  prepo.sed  to  raise 
a  fund  to  bo  called  "  King  Edward  tho 
Sixth's  Memorial  School  Fund."  Schools 
are  to  be  erected  in  the  most  destitute  dis- 
tricts of  the  town,  where  children  of  all 
religious  denominations  are  to  be  admitted 
without  distinction,  and  wittiout  any  sac- 
rifice of  religious  principle. 

— A  Paris  correspondent  says  that  scarc- 
ity of  work  and  excessive  dearness  of  pro- 
visions have  more  than  doubled  the  num- 
ber of  poor  this  year ;  but  it  is  from  Lon- 
don that  the  cry  of  poverty  comes  with 
most  distinctness.  A  philanthropic  physi- 
cian of  that  city  reports  that  "  hundreds 
of  persons  are  quietly  and  calmly  dying 
by  "inches."  In  a  single  street  of  155 
houses  there  were  found  to  be  upward  of 
100  sick  persons.  Tho  origin  of  the  sick- 
ness and  increased  mortality  is  the  abso- 
lute want  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  food, 
and  clothing. 

— Public  attention  in  Russia  has  been 
much  occupied  bv  the  trial  of  upward  of 
fifty  postofBce  officials  for  stealing  money 
from  letters.  It  appears  that  a  complete 
organization  existe-d  for  this  purpose  In 
the  department,  and  that  it  has  been  e;ar- 
rying  on  ita  operations  since  1862.  An 
elaborate  code  of  regulations,  by  which 
this  society  was  bound,  has  been  discov- 
ered, in  which  the  capital  of  the  society, 
the  modes  of  division  of  the  profits,  and 
the  sums  to  be  given  as  rewards  to  those 
of  the  members  who  were  most  skillful 
in  their  thefts,  are  minutely  described. 

Incidents   and   Aocf dents, 

—An  Ohio  sexton  burst  a  blood  vessel 
just  as  he  had  finished  a  grave,  and  he 
tumbled  into  it. 

— Another  fatal  accident  from  the  use  of 
nitroglycerine  for  blasting  occurred  re- 
cently, at  Guilford,  Me.  One  man  was  in- 
stantly killed. 

— A  crazy  man,  named  Martin,  was  re- 
cently arre-sted  at  Cleveland.  He  had  dug 
up  and  carried  home  tbe  coffin  containing 
the  body  of  one  of  his  children,  who  died 
a  year  ago. 

— A  Hartford  accident  insurance  com- 
pany lost  $15,000  by  the  railroad  accident 
at  Angola  Five  persons  were  insured  at 
13,000  each.  The  entire  insurance  cost 
fifty  cents. 

— A  few  days  since  a  family  in  Albany 
lost  a  valuable  cat,  that  was  literally  roast 
ed  to  death.  Pewr  puss  had  crawled  Into 
the  stove  oven  to  keep  warm,  when  Cook 
made  a  fire,  shut  the  door,  and  cooked  the 
cat! 

— In  Greece,  N.  Y.,  a  respectable 
woman  who  had  been  slandered  by  a  man 
in  the  neighborhood,  challenged  liim  to 


mortal  combat  wlt!i  revolvers,  as  a  law- 
suit would  not  give  her  adequate  sati&fac- 

—The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Illi- 
nois State  Agricultural  Society  report 
the  receipts  of  tho  past  year  $33,974.82, 
and  the  expenses  $24,900,65,  leaving 
a  balance  in  the  treasurer's  hands  of 
$8,008.17. 

—That  the  feminine  folly  of  tight  lac- 
ing is  not  wholly  abandoned  is  proved  by 
the  death  of  a  New  York  lady  the  other 
day  from  apoi)lexy  of  the  lungs,  Eupef- 
induced  by  closely  ninding  her  body  with 
steel  corsets.  '  Bo  the  coroner's  jury  said. 

—Dr.  Knight,  of  Watcrbury,  Ct.,  has 
brought  a  suit  for  $6,000  damages  against 
the  Goodyear  Rubber  Company,  of  Nau- 
gatuck,  claiming  that  an  accident  from 
which  l?e  suflered,  was  caused  by  his  horse 
taking  fright  at  the  company's  factory 
whistle. 

— A  cow  ia  West  Brattleboro,  Vt.,  re- 
cently lost  a  large  part  of  her  tongue  by 
its  being  bitten  ofl'  by  a  horse  standing  in 
an  adjoining  stall.  The  cow  was  accus- 
tomed to  steal  the  hay  of  her  neighbor, 
who  showed  his  resentment  by  depriving 
the  culprit  of  the  "  unruly  member." 

—A  lady  in  Lawrence,  Mass.,  suddenly 
awo!ie  in  the  night  with  the  impression 
that  her  little  girl  was  in  djiager.  Fooling 
her  way  In  the  dark  to  the  child's  crib, 
directed  by  a  strong  impulse,  she  put  licr 
firger  into  the  little  sleeper's  mouth,  and 
to  her  astonishment  took  from  thence  a 
large  pin. 

— Geo.  W.  Williams  has  been  arrested 
at  Boston  and  bound  over  lor  trial  in 
$6,000  for  forging  Government  stenciK  It 
is  alleged  that  he  is  the  party  who  made 
and  furnished  the  revenue  stencils 
which  were  used  extensively  in  the  Buf- 
falo and  Boston  vhisky  frauds  st^mc 
months  since. 

—Miss  Gilbert,  the  daughter  of  a  wealthy 
New  York  tradesman,  ran  off  with  her 
father's  clerk,  who  was  promoted  from  the 
office  of  coachman,  and  got  married  to 
him.  She  returneti  after  having  been 
away  three  days,  when  her  father  gave 
her  her  clothing,  packed  her  oil  to  her 
husband,  and  told  her  to  come  home  no 
more. 

—A  weather  prophet  in  Michigan,  who 
squares  his  practice  as  a  farmer  in  accord- 
ance with  his  own  predictions,  thereby 
showing  faith  in  them,  prognosticates  as 
follows:  Ist.  About  the  middle  of  Janua- 
ry there  will  bo  a  thorough  thaw.  3d. 
Jtobruary  will  be  very  moderate.  3d. 
About  the  8th  of  March  it  will  begin  to 
be  cold — very  cold.  4lh.  We  shall  have 
an  open  winter  and  a  very  late  spring. 

— The  Kansas  papers  state  that  several 
cases  of  poisoning  have  ex^curred  iu  that 
State  from  parties  eating  buckwheat  flour 
in  which  the  seeds  of  tho  "jimpson" 
weed  had  been  mixed  and  ground.  The 
symptoms  are  intense  thirst.  foilov.ed  by 
crying  and  laughing  fits,  in  which  the 
pupil  of  the  eye  becomes  grcr'tly  dilated, 
and  finally  delirium  sets  in.  No  one  has 
yet  died  of  it,  but  several  persons  have 
been  effected,  and  In  onetMisea  whole  fam- 
ily of  four  was  thus  poisoned. 


Hancock  at  3ieiv  OrScuns. 

The  following  extract  from  a  private  let- 
ter by  Gen.  Hancock,  dated  at  New 
Orleans,  January  5,  1863.  is  characteristic 
of  that  distinguished  soldier,  and  will  in- 
terest many  of  our  readers.  It  has  been 
furnished  to  us  by  the  receiver  without 
the  knowledge  of  the  writer,  but  there  can 
certainly  be  no  harm  in  publishing  it : 

"I  always  objected  to  being  placed  in 
command  here  when  consulted.  When  in 
obedience  to  orders  it  became  necessary  to 
occupy  the  position,  I  came  determined 
to  carry  out  tho  laws, — not  to  make  new 
ones  unless  necessary,  and  only  when  civil 
ones  fdiled.  I  shall  always  regard  tbe  law, 
acting  inside  of  it,  nejt  outside.  If  new 
laws  are  required,  it  is  for  Congress  to 
make  Ihem.  Thoso  in  force  I  Bball  not 
execute  in  a  i)artisan  spirit;  as  long  as  1 
remain  I  will  execute  those  in  full.  Hav- 
ing often  to  choose  between  the  civil  and 
military  law,  I  take  the  former,  and  where 
powerless  will  tr}'^  and  build  it  up.  If  the 
efflcers  f&il,  I  will  appoint  new  ones,  and 
if  no  good  ones  can  be  found  may  have  to 
resort  to  military  despotism.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  will  come.  When  it  does,  I  may 
make  as  good  a  despot  as  any  one.  I  shall 
send  you  copies  of  my  orders,  which  will 
show  my  cour.se  of  action  to  l)c  in  con- 
formity with  law." — Nao  York  Journal  of 
Commerce.

Mr.  Zadoch  Deddrick,  a  Newark  ma- 
chinist, has  invented    a   min,  one  that, 
moved  by  steam,  will  perform  some  of  the 
most   important   functions  of  humanity; 
that  will,  standing  upright,  walk  or  run, 
as  he  is  bid,  in  any  directidn,  and  at  almost 
any  rate  of  speed,  drawing  after  him  a 
load  whose  weight  would  tax  the  strength 
or  three  stout  draught  horses.    The  his- 
tory of  this  curious  invention  is  as  follows : 
Six  years  ago  Mr.  Deddrick,  the  inventor, 
who  is  at  present  but  twenty  two  years  ol 
age,  conceived  the  idea  of  constructing  a 
man  that  should  receive  its  vitality  from 
a  perpetual   motion   machine.    The  idea 
was  based  on  the  well  known  mechanical 
principal  that  if  a  heavy  weight  be  placed 
at  the  top  of  an  upright  slightly  inclined 
from  a  vertical,  gravitation  will  tend  to 
produce  a  horozontal  as  well  as  a  vertical 
motion.    The  project  was  not  successful. 
However,  by  observing  carefully  the  cause 
of  the  failure,  preserving  and  perfecting 
the  man-form,  and  by  substituting  steam 
in  the  place  of  the  perpetual  motion  ma- 
chine, the  present  success  was  attained.

But,  be  this  as  it 
may,  Mr.  President,  I  am  proud  of  my  po- 
sition, and  you  could  not  have  chosen  any 
one  who  would  have  accepted  it  more 
gladly,  or  labored  with  heartier  good  will 
to  do  the  subject  justice  than  I.  Because, 
sir,  I  love  the  sex.  [Laughter.]  I  love  all 
the  women,  sir,  irrespective  C)f  age  or 
color.

To  promote  her  husband's  interests,  the 
attended  in  his  little  shop,  where  she 
bought  rags,  sewed  pauiphlet-s,  folded 
newspapers,  and  sold  the  few  articles  in 
which  he  dealt,  such  as  ink,  papers,  lamp- 
black, blanks  and  other  stationery.

Franklin  tells  us  that 
for  some  years  aftur  his  marriage,  his 
breakfast  was  bread  and  milk,  which  they 
ate  out  of  a  two-penny  earthen  vessel, 
with  a  pewter  spoon ;  but  one  morning, 
on  going  down  to  breakfast,  he  found 
upon  the  table  a  beauiitul  chiua  bowl, 
from  which  his  bread  and  milk  was 
feteamiiig,  with  a  silver  spoon  by  its  side, 
which  had  cost  a  sum  cqu^l  in  our  cur- 
rency to  $10.  When  he  expressed  his  as- 
tonishment at  this  unwonted  splendor, 
Mri.  Franklin  only  remarked  that  she 
thought  her  husband  deserved  a  silyer 
spoon  and  china  bowl  as  much  as  any  of 
his  neighbors. 

Franklin  prospered  in  his  business  until 
he  berame  the  most  famous  editor  and 
most  flourishing  printer  in  America,  which 
gave  him  the  pleasure  of  relieving  his 
wife  from  the  cares  of  business,  and  en- 
abled him  to  provide  for  her  a  spacious 
aLd  >7ell  furnished  abode.

The  New  York  Times  (Rep.)  of  the  14th 
comments  farther  on  the  attempt  of  the. 
Radicals  In  Congress  to  degrade  the  Su- 
preme Court,  and  deals  the  following  se- 
vere rebuke  to  tho  would-be  destroyers  of 
our  "  republican  form  of  government "  : 

So  long  a?  that  (Supreme)  court  retains 
its  authority— which  is  purely  of  a  moral 
character— so  long  as  all  departments  of 
the  Government  admit  its  jurisdiotlou 
and  acquiesce  in  its  decisions,  appealing 
from  them  only  lo  the  people  at  the  ballot- 
box,  so  long  may  we  hope  to  miUntain  free 
republican  institutions  on  the  basis  of  a 
written  Constitution,  through  which  and 
by  which  the  liberties  of  the  people  may 
be  preserved.  But  whenever  that  ti  ibunal 
is  overthrown,  or  set  aside,  or  its  action 
made  subordinate  to  the  will  of  any  other 
department  or  branch  of  the  Government, 
the  main  essential  safeguard  of  our  insti- 
tutions will  disappear,  and  we  shall  plunge 
into  the  same  chaos  and  conflicts  of  pas- 
sion and  interest  in  which  all  past  attempts 
at  self-government  have  been  engulfed. 

Congress  seeras  to  hav«  actually  given 
up  the  tfloit  to  restore  the  Union  under 
and  within  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States.       It     looks     wholly     to   violent 
measures,  for  which  it  not  only  finds  no 
sinclion    in    its   provisions,   but    against 
which  it  fears  the  whole  weight  of  its 
authority  will  h'^  broaght  to  bcir  ;  and  to 
ward  off  this  danger,  it  resorts  to  measures 
still    more    violent— t»i    measures    which 
ignore  or  set  aside  the  plainest  require- 
ments of  the  Constitution  itself,  and  which 
it  carried  out  will  t'aoroughly  and  perma- 
nently revolutionize  the  whole  framework 
of  our  republican  form  of  government.    It 
cannot  be  that  they  intend  such  results; 
and  vet  it  seems  impossible  that  minds  so 
sagacious  as  those  of  many  members  of 
the  Republican  party,  should  not  perceive 
that  this  is  the  drill  and  inevitable  end  of 
the  course  upon    which  they  have  em- 
barked.   No  party  objects  or  aims  can  pos- 
sibly justify  such  a  policy.    It  may  be  im- 
portant to  the  country  that  the  Congres- 
sional "plan  of   reconstruction  should  be 
carried  out ;  but  it  certainly  cannot  be  so 
important  as  to  justify  the  overthrow  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  or  the  destruction  of 
the  constitutional  provisions  and  guaran- 
tees on  which  the  stability  and  freedom  t-f 
our  form  of  government  musi  ever  depend. 
We  cannot  yet  believe  that  this  bill  to 
restrict,     and.     Indeed,    overthrow     the 
authority  of  the  Supreme  Court,  will  re- 
ceive the  sanction  and  support  of  the  Re- 
publican party  in  Congress.

It  has 
been  stated  that  New  York  city  annually 
manufactures     delectable    stimulants    to 
the  value  of  fSUO.OOO.

name  he  is  facetiously  spoken  of  among  the 
workmen.  He  weighs  five  hundred  pounds, 
gteam  is  generated  in  the  body  or  trunk, 
which  is  nothing  but  a  three  horse  power 
engine  like  that  used  in  our  flre-cngines. 
The  legs  which  support  it  are  compUcated 
and  wonderful.    Theeteps  areUken  very 
naturally  and  quite  easily.    As  the  body  is 
thrown  forward  upon  the  advanced  foot 
the  other  is  lifted  from  the  ground  by  a 
spring  and  thrown  forward  by  the  steam. 
Eich  step  or  pace  atlvauces  the  body  two 
feet,  and  every  revolution  of  the  engine 
produces  four  paces.    As  the  engine  Is  ca- 
pable of  making  mere  than  a  thousad  rev- 
olutions a  minute,  it  would  get  over  the 
ground,  on  this  calculation,  at  the  rate  of 
a  little  more  than  a  mile  a  minute.  As  this 
would  be  working  the  legs  faster  than 
would  be  safe  on  uneven  ground,  or  on 
Broad  street  cobble  stones,  it  is  proposed 
to  run  tho  engine  at  the  rate  of  five  hun- 
dred revolutions  per  minute,  which  would 
walk  the  man  at  the  modest  speed  of  half 
a  mile  a  minute. 

The  fellow  is  attached  to  a  comnaon 
Rockaway  carriage,  the  shafts  of  which 
serve  to  support  him  in  a  vertical  position. 
These  shafts  are  two  bars  of  iron,  fastened 
in  the  ifcual  manner  to  the  front  of  the 
carriage,  and  are  curved  so  as  to  be  joined 
to  a  circular  sustaining  bar,  which  passes 
around  the  waist  like  a  girth,  and  in  which 
the  man  moves  so  as  to  face  in  any  direc- 
tion. Besides  these  motions,  machinery 
has  been  arranged  by  which  the  figure  can 
be  thrown  backward  or  forward  from  a 
vertical  nearly  forty  five  degrees.  This  is 
done  In  order  to  enable  it  to  asoend  or  de- 
scend all  grades.  To  the  soles  of  the  feet 
spikes  or  corks  are  fixed  which  eflectually 
prevent  slipping.  The  whole  afl'air  is  so 
firmly  sustained  by  the  shafts  and  has  so 
excellent  a  foothold  that  two  men  are 
unable  to  push  it  over,  or  in  any  way 
throw  it  down.  In  order  to  enable  it  to 
stop  quickly,  it  is  provided  with  two  ap- 
pliances, one  of  which  will,  as  before 
stated,  throw  it  backward  from  the  rer- 
lical,  while  the  other  bends  the  knees  in 
a  direction  opposite  to  the  natnral  posi- 
tion. 

An  upright  post,  which  is  arranged  in 
front  of  the  dash-board,  and  within  easy 
reach  of  the  front  seat?,  sustains  two  min- 
iature pilot  wheels,  by  the  turning  of 
which  these  various  motions  and  evolu- 
tions are  directed.  It  is  expected  that  a 
sufficiently  large  amount  of  coal  can  be 
Btowal  away  under  the  back  seat  of  the 
carriage  to  work  the  engine  for  a  day,  and 
enough  water  in  a  tank  under  the  front 
seat  to  last  half  a  day. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  "giant"  from 
frightening  horses  by  its  wonderful  ap- 
pearance, Mr.  Deddrick  intends  to  clothe 
It  and  give  it  as  nearly  as  possible  a  like- 
ness to  the  rest  of  humanity.  The  boiler 
and  such  parts  as  are  unnecessarily  heated 
will  be  encased  in  felt  or  woolen  under- 
garments. Pantaloons,  coat  and  vest  of  the 
latest  styles  are  provided.  Whenever  the 
fires  need  coaling,  which  is  every  two  or 
three  hours,  the  driver  stops  the  machine, 
descends  from  his  seat,  unbuttons  "  Dan- 
iel's "  vest,  opens  a  door,  shovels  in  the 
fuel,  buttons  up  the  vest  and  drives  on. 
On  the  back  betweep  the  shoulders  the 
steam  cocks  and  gauges  are  placed.  As 
these  would  cause  the  coat  to  set  awk- 
wardly, a  knapsack  has  been  provided  that 
completely  covers  them.  A  blanket  neatly 
rolled  up 'and  placed  upon  the  tqp  of  the 
knapsack  perfects  the  delusion.  The  face 
is  moulded  into  a  cheerful  countenance  of 
white  enamel,  which  contrasts  well  with 
the  dark  hair  and  moustache,  A  sheet 
iron  hat  with  a  gauge  top  acts  as  a  smoke 

The  cost  of  this  "  first  man  "  is  $2,000, 
though  the  makers,  Deddrick  &  Grass, 
expect  to  manufacture  succeeding  ones, 
warranted  to  run  a  year  without  repairs, 
for  |300.  The  same  parties  expect  to  con- 
struct, on  the  same  principle,  horses  which 
will  do  the  duty  of  ten  or  twelve  ordinary 
animals  of  the  same  species.  These,  it  is 
confidently  believed,  can  be  used  alike 
heiore  carriages,  street  cars  and  plows. 
The  man  now  constructed  can  make  his 
way  without  difficulty  over  any  irregular 
surface  whose  ruts  and  stones  are  not 
more  than  nine  inches  below  or  above  the 
level  of  the  road.
